Con Business 
Cycle Be 
Controlled

NEW YORK (AP)-How far 


can major ups and downs in the 
business cycle be controlled? Can 
they be licked by government ac- 
tion? 


These are the questions behind 


President Kennedy's request for 
standby public works spending 
authority to halt any future sharp 
rise in unemployment. • 


One extreme school of thought 


is that we already have tamed 
the business cycle 
which used 


periodically to brnig on major de- 
pressions like the big one in the 
1930s. 
The numerous economic 


cushions and safeguards set up 
since then has made any like di- 
saster 
impossible— according 
to 


this school. 


At the other end of the eco- 


nomic thinking is the view that 
the real strength of the business 
cycle hasn't been tested thorough- 
ly since the 1930s, that it's far 
from sure yet that a major slump 
couldn't happen again. 


The downturns we've had since 


World War II— known by the less 
frightening name of recession— 
have had , their own short-term 
causes 
and 
short-term 
effects. 


They show the business cycle 'still 
exists, that it is restricted by such 
cushions as unemployment insur- 
ance, and to some extent at least 
by government pump priming. 


The question' is whether the cy- 


cle can be counted upon to stay 
short term and relatively mild— 
and if it can be made even 
milder. 


The 
President' thinks there 


should be more cushions and that 
they should be of a preventive 
or fast acting nature. He wants 
to be able1 to.- start up public 
works spending quickly, 
rather 


than the present process of vot- 
ing for it, planning details, and 
then getting it . under way many 
months after the slump has hit, 


He also wants coverage of slate 


unemployment compensation ex- 
panded 
and 
benefits 
enlarged. 


And he'd like to be in position 
to cut individual income tux rates 
fairly quickly to stimulate con- 
sumer spending. 
. His chances of gelling Congress 
to grant such authority remain 
to be seen. When limes are good 
or seem likely to improve, Amer- 
icans in and out of Congress are 
slow to consider the possibilities 
of bad limes returning.

UA Editor 
Disagrees. 
With Faubus 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) ~ 


Tiie editor of, the University of Ar- 
kansas campus newspaper that 
touched off a controversy over a 
talk on sex by a New York lec- 
turer, has replied in print to criti- 
cism by Gov. Orval E. Faubus 
thai) l!he speech should have been' 
editorially censored. 


Armil Snow, editor of the Ar- 


kansas Traveler, said in a lead 
article Tuesday he didn't think the 
governor was fully informed of 
circumstances of the talk of Dr. 
Albert Ellis last week. 


Dr. Ellis' talk on the campus, 


as reported by Snow, drew criti- 
cism from the Fayettevilie Minis- 
terial Association, censure from 
Faubus and'an'apology from uni- 
versity officials. 


Faubus said last Saturday that 


if (he report on the talk was nec- 
essary to inform the people of the 
stale about what is going on at the 
university the article was proper. 
If not, the governor said, "the edi- 
tors should have used some good 
old-fashioned self-censorship on the 
entire thing." 


In his Tuesday article Snow said, 


"I doubt that the governor would 
have us act as self-appointed cen- 
sors in any way when he report 
one of his speeches. I think his 
statement is a result of not being 
fully informed about the Ellis sit- 
uation."
